He emphatically denied that he or 
any other officer of the White Star 
line had sent tho message receiv ed 
by Representativ e Hughes of West 
Virginia to the effect that the Titanic 
was being towed Into Halifax and 
that all tho passengers and crew had 
been sav ed. 
Aura of Disaster Monday Ev enlnp- 
Ono of the first q uestions ask ed 
Frank lin was: 
"W hen did y ou first learn that the 
Titanic had gone down?" 
"I first k now that the Titanic had 
sunk at 6 30 p. m. on Monday ,” was 
tho nerv ous reply .
